About sixteen months ago young 

IIlermina Clauser, who was un orpban 

girl, but had been well educuted,threugh 

the kindness of an old aunt of hers, 
was engaged as governess ia the house 

f Henry Steinbach. a wealthy Silesian 

farmer, ut Lengenticid, nine or ten miles 

from Jauer. Steinbach bad two chil- 
dren—a son, twenty-one years of age, 

a handsome, dashing young fellow, who 

uad studied law at Heidelberg and 

Breslau, but had become a. thorough 

rake, and lived at that time on his 

father’s farm ; the other child was a boy, 

Arthur by name, as whose governess 

M'lle Hermina Clauser was e ‘ 

Shortiy alte: her arrival at Lengenfeld 

Bernhard Steinbach, the eldest son, be- 

gan to make love to her, and as he was 

well known in al]! the tricks of love- 
lace, tue young governess, in her inex- 
pericnce, did not withstand him long. 


The accumplished Hermina d 
not for à moment suspect that 
she had fallen à prey an 
unscrupulous scoundrel who never 


intended to marry her and who merely 
looked upon her as a plaything to be 
thrown aside. | 
Her eyes were sundenly opened when 
another yourg lady, a cousin of the 
Steinbachs, appeared on the scene. 
Her name was Constantia Miller. She 
was an heiress, one of those dusky beau- 
ties that are so frequently met with in 
Silesia, and in whose countenances the 
characteristic type ot the Slavic race is 
distincly recognizable. Stylish and ac- 
com plished as she was, it was not sur 
prising that she made a decided im- 
pression on Bernhard Steinbach’s» fickle 
and susceptible heart. Old Steinbach 
wished that the two should be married. 
Poor Hermina was negnected by 
her faithless lover, and one day she was 
stariicd by the announcement that 
Bernbard uud Constantia were 
to be married. She sought an inter. 
view with the man who had so basely 
deceived her, with cool cynicism that it 
wusall true. His father desired the 
union, and he could not dare to oppose 
his wishes, 
Hermina trembled with rage, but she 
managed to conceal her agitation, and 
when Bernhard left her he was wonder. 
ing at her tranquility, and flattered 
himsely with the belief that she was re- 
signed, nd that his intimacy with her 
would cause him no further trouble.

So she remained in jail for 
nine months, and in the beginning of 

April her secon‘ trial took place. This 
time the jury ‘wae made of sterner stuff, 
and the young murderess was promptly 
convicted of the terrible crime with 
‘which she stood charged. When the 
President ef the Assize Court pro- 
nounced her doom she turned very pale 
and uttered a half-stifled shriek, but 
she soon regained her composure, and 
when the officers led her back to her 
cell she chatted almost gaily with 
them. 

The trial and its result created a pro- 
found sensation in that part of Silesia. 
Some kind hearted philanthropists, 
among them several aristecrutic ladies, 
took an interest in the fate of Hermina 
Clauser, and they sent to the Emperor, 
William the First, ot Germany, a petition 
setting forth all the facts of the case 
which had been brought out during the 


the sentence to a term of imprisonment. 
The Emperor, however, retuscd to in- 
terfere, and on the 10th ot July the 
sentence of the law was carried into 
effect. 

Never before had so many people as- 
sembled in frontof the jail of Jauer, 
where the scaffold on which the 
young murderess was to be executed 
had been erected. It was a low, square 
platform, without a railing. In the 
middle stood the block on which the 
fair culprit was to lay down her head. 

Assistant Executioner Reifiscuicder, a 
young man of thirty, heavy set, with a 
pleasing countenance, and dressed in 
an elegant suit of luck broadcloth, 
was to deal Hermania the fatal blow. 
He was on hand, with two assistants, 
at half-past 6. At 7 o'clock Hermina 
| Clanser wassled out by two gens dlarms. 
She had all along manifested so submis- 
sive a spirit that it had been deemed 
needless to pinion her arms. She was 
dressed in a black satin suit and looked 
very handsome.’ There was even a 
smile on her lips, and but for a certain 
weird fire in her eyes, her flushed 
cheeks, and the convulsive Sheavings of 
her breast, one might have thought 
almost that she was going to a pleasure 
party, and not to her doom. She was 
followed by a priest and several prison 
officials. A few policemen surrounded 
the scaffold. 

After she bad ascended the fatal 
structure she looked for a moment at 
block, and a visible shudder passed 
through her frame. The priest said u 
few words to her, exhorting her to con- 
fess her crime, but she shook her head. 
Then the executioner approached her. 
and in a kindly voice asked her to al- 
low him to bare herneck. This seemed 
to sting her to the quick. Looking 
wildly about her, she burst into a fierce 
scream, almost a yell, which made eve 
ry body shudder. And then, horrible 
to say, she flung herself from the scaf- 
fold, and with a wild energy began to 
force her way through the crowd,which 
was petrified with terror and amaze- 
ment at the unwonted scene. The offi- 
cers, however, overtook her in a minute 
or two, and after a fierce struggle, in 
which the doomed girl fought like an 
infuriated tigress and bit oneof the offi- 
cers savagely in the hand, she was 
bound hand and foot and carried back 
on the scaffokl, yelling and shrieking 
all the time in terra and despair. The 
headsman quickly tore open her dress 
at the neck, and the struggling, scream. 
ing girl was fastened to the block. A 
leathern thong was attached to her 


block, her neck being stretched out to 
an unnatural length. |
